Ad Flap Claims Bush Lawyer 


WASHINGTON I One of President Bush’s 
top lawyers resigned from his campaign 
Wednesday, a day after disclosing that he 
had given legal advice to a veterans group 
airing TV ads against Democrat John Kerry. 
The guidance included checking ad scripts, 
the group said. 

Benjamin Ginsberg, who also represented 
Bush in the 2000 Florida recount battle that 
made the Republican president, told Bush 
in a letter that he felt his legal work for the 
Swift Boat Veterans for Truth had become a 
distraction for the re-election campaign. 


The Kerry campaign portrayed Ginsberg’s 
departure as another sign of ties between 
the Bush campaign and the veterans group, 
which has been airing ads accusing Kerry of 
exaggerating his Vietnam War record. 

The Bush campaign and the veterans group 
have denied any coordination. A campaign 
official said the campaign knew Ginsberg had 
other clients but didn’t know he was advising 
the veterans until reporters began asking about 
it. The campaign didn’t ask for Ginsberg’s res- 
ignation, the official said, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, sharon theimer (ap)

For Peace 

Al-Sistani returns with call 
for end to standoff in Najaf 

NAJAF, IRAQ I Hoping to end weeks of fighting 
in Najaf, Iraq’s top Shiite cleric unexpectedly 
returned home from Britain on Wednesday 
armed with a new peace initiative and a call 
for Iraqis across the country to march on 
the holy city. 

Grand Ayatollah All Husseini Al-Sistani, 
who wields enormous influence among Shiite 
Iraqis, had previously declined to get involved 
in resolving the violent conflicts roiling the 
nation, and it was unclear why he sudden- 
ly changed his mind. But 
his dramatic return from 
a nearly three -week trip 
to London, where he had 
gone for medical treat- 
ment, spread optimism 
that the crisis could be 
resolved peacefully. 

Al-Sistani, 75, the 
nation’s most respected Shiite cleric, left for 
London on Aug. 6, one day after the clash- 
es erupted. His office suddenly announced 
Wednesday morning that he was returning 
to the country “to stop the bloodshed.” 

Late Wednesday, al-Sistani proposed a 
new peace initiative, calling for Najaf and 
Kufa to be declared weapons -free cities, for 
all foreign forces to withdraw from Najaf and 
leave security to the police and for the Iraqi 
government to compensate those harmed by 
the fighting here, according the al-Sistani 
aide Hamed al-Khafaf. 

Despite al-Sistani’s call for peace, heavy 
fighting persisted in Najaf ’s Old City, the cen- 
ter of many of the clashes between militants 
loyal to radical cleric Muqtada al-Sadr and an 
Iraqi-U.S. force, abdul hussein al-obeidi (ap)

Army report identifies 
27 soldiers, contractors 
linked to abuse scandal 

WAS H I N GTO N I More than two dozen 
soldiers and contractors attached to 
a military intelligence unit at Abu 
Ghraib prison in Iraq approved 
or took part in abuses of Iraqi 
detainees, an Army investigation 
has found in one of the most com- 
prehensive looks to date at the scan- 
dal that damaged America’s image 
around the world. 

Officers in charge of the prison 
were negligent in the training and 
management of their troops, and 
some may face criminal charges. 
Army officials said. Until now, just 
seven lower-ranking military police 
soldiers have been charged. 

The new report identifies 27 peo- 
ple attached to the 205th Military 
Intelligence Brigade, which over- 
saw interrogations at Abu Ghraib, 
who are accused of complicity in 
the abuses. Of those, 23 are soldiers

and four were civilian contractors 
working for the unit. 

The investigation report says 
the violent and sexual abuses — 
particularly those captured in the 
now-famous pictures of naked and 
frightened prisoners — were mostly 
the work of a group of guards and 
military intelligence personnel who 
were not conducting interrogations 


but instead amusing themselves. 

The report distinguishes this 
group of abuses from mistreatment 
committed during actual interroga- 
tions, which also occurred. 

The Army’s findings appear to

Australian enters plea 
to tribunal as lawyers 
question panel’s fairness

I An Australian cowboy accused of 
fighting with the Taliban pleaded 
innocent Wednesday to war crimes 
charges before a U.S. military com- 
mission panel whose impartiality 
was called into question for a sec- 
ond day. 

A trial for 29 -year-old David 
Hicks was set for Jan. 10 after he 
pleaded innocent to conspiracy to 
commit war crimes, aiding the 
enemy and attempted murder for 
allegedly firing at U.S. forces. 


“Sir, to all charges, not guilty,” 
Hicks said, then breathed a huge 
sigh. He smiled after panel members 
rose to conclude the hearing. 

His defense lawyers challenged 
the impartiality of 
four panel mem- 
bers and one alter- 
nate. Lawyers for 
a Yemeni detain- 
ee also challenged 
panel members a 
day earlier. 

Whether or not the panel’s mem- 
bers can remain impartial has been 
a key issue in the hearings, the first 
such proceedings convened by the 
United States since World War 11. 

Hicks was captured in 


Afghanistan and arrived at 
Guantanamo Bay in January 2002 
as a slight and baby-faced 26 -year- 
old. At the hearing he looked con- 
siderably older and stern, wearing 
a dark gray suit and tie. 

He met with his parents for 15 
minutes before the proceedings 
began. It was the first time he had 
seen his family in five years. 

The commission evaluating the 
Guantanamo detainees is to hear 
the cases of two others this week 
charged with conspiracy, includ- 
ing All Hamza Ahmad Sulayman 
al Bahlul, 33, of Yemen, and 
Ibrahim Ahmed Mahmoud al 
Qosi, a Sudanese born in I960.

BUCHALKI, RUSSIA I Russian investi- 
gators labored Wednesday to deter- 
mine whether terrorism caused the 
near- simultaneous crashes of two 
jetliners, killing all 89 people aboard 
and spreading anxieties about a 
possible bloody escalation of the 
Chechen conflict. 

Officials stressed that no evi- 
dence of a terrorist attack had yet 
been found among charred wreck- 
age and said they were looking at 
other possibilities like bad fuel, 
equipment malfunction and human 
error. The planes’ data recorders 
were recovered, but experts were 
only just starting to retrieve infor- 
mation from them. 

The planes plunged just days 
before a Kremlin- called presidential 
election in Chechnya, whose rebels 
have staged suicide bombings and 
other attacks across Russia, includ- 
ing the 2002 seizure of hundreds of 
hostages at a Moscow theater. 

Russian authorities had 
expressed concern the separatists 


might stage new attacks before the 
Sunday vote, but there was no rush 
to tie the crashes to Chechnya — a 
determination that would underline 
the government’s failure to quell the 
decade-old insurgency. 

While officials spoke cautious- 


ly on the terrorism issue, Russian 
police said security was being tight- 
ened at airports and other transport 
hubs and public places.

Charged 

Mark Thatcher accused 
of backing coup attempt 
in Equatorial Guinea 

CAPE TOWN, SOUTH AFRICA I Mark 
Thatcher, the son of former British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
an ex-race car driver whose busi- 
ness career has been dogged by 
accusations of questionable arms 
deals and shady ventures, was 
charged Wednesday with helping 
finance a foiled coup plot in oil-rich 
Equatorial Guinea. 

Thatcher, 51, was arrested at his 
Cape Town home and taken before 
Wynberg Magistrate’s Court to be 
charged with violating the country’s 
Foreign Military Assistance Act. 

“We have evidence, credible 
evidence, and information that 
he was involved in the attempted 
coup,” said Sipho Ngwema, a police 
spokesman. “We refuse that South 
Africa be a springboard for coups

in Africa and elsewhere.” 

Authorities in several African 
nations announced in March that 
they had foiled an attempt to over- 
throw President Teodoro Obiang of 
Equatorial Guinea, who has been 
widely accused of torture and other 
abuses while ruling 
a nation that has 
become the con- 
tinent’s third-big- 
gest oil producer. 

Thatcher was 
placed under house 
arrest and given 
until Sept. 8 to post bail of $300,000. 
There was no immediate reaction 
from Thatcher’s mother. 

Outside court, Thatcher’s law- 
yers said he was arrested on sus- 
picion of providing financing for a 
helicopter linked to the coup plot. 

“Mr. Thatcher is not guilty of 
any allegations,” attorney Alan 
Bruce-Brand told reporters.

Dupont Copes With Crime 


Police seek suspects 
in murder and robbery 
cases in neighborhood 

WASHINGTON | Residents in the 
Dupont Circle area said they plan 
to take precautions, but still intend 
to go out at night, as police contin- 
ued to search for those responsible 
for a recent string of robberies. 

Police are investigating three 
robberies or attempted robberies 
since Adrian Alstad, 55, was shot 
to death early Monday in the 1800 
block of R Street, NW, as he walked 
home from work. No arrests have 


been made in the killing, although 
105 suspected robbers have been 
arrested in the area since January, 
police said. 

Mayor Anthony A. Williams 
ate lunch Wednesday at Annie’s 
Paramount Steak House, where 
Alstad was a waiter for 12 years, to 
show support for the community. 

Larry McCoy, the commander of 
the city’s 3rd Police District, said the 
recent crimes probably are the work 
of more than one suspect.

to the area, and that police are using 
canine patrols and road blocks to 
improve security. 

Those who live near Dupont 
Circle said they will not let fear stop 
them from going out at night. 

“I’ll just continue doing it 
because this is a place I love to go 
to,” said James Stillwell, 22, as he 
finished his lunch Wednesday at 
Annie’s. “That’s sort of a sacrifice

In the onetime Ingmar Bergman 
student’s absurdist advertisements, 
a smorgasbord of which screens 
Sunday, you’re stuck on the tread- 
mill of daily life, so you might as well 
take pleasure in the tiny things that 
pretend to make it fractionally less 
unbearable: a foamy mug of beer, 
a square of chocolate, a few credit- 
card points. 

Before Andersson left fea- 
ture filmmaking in the mid-’70s, 
he made two pictures that play 
Saturday, the straightforwardly 
titled “A Swedish Love Story” and 
“Giliap,” a slow-paced tale of a love 
triangle involving employees of a 
questionable hotel. 

Andersson returned to the big 


screen with 2000’s “Songs From 
the Second Floor,” also screening 
Sunday, in which his commercials’ 
bittersweet tableaux have soured 
into an apocalyptic nightmare. 

Composed of long takes in front 
of a brutally static camera whose 
lens stretches even small rooms 
into cavernous halls, the episod- 
ic and not very funny pitch-black 
comedy centers on a small-busi- 
nessman-turned-arsonist whose 


life falls apart at the end of the 
millennium. 

Even if you find it tough going, 
you owe it to yourself to stick 
around for the scene of a failed 
huckster junking a truckload of

16th-century fun 
without the plague 

OUT & ABOUT I So, you’re walking 
through this village and a fishmon- 
ger comes up and asks if you think 
Jane Seymour will become Queen of 
England. You wonder: That lady from 
“Dr. Quinn, Medicine Woman”? 

And then you remember you’re at 
the annual Maryland Renaissance 
Festival and, most likely, the fishmon- 
ger was asking about the other Jane 
Seymour, one of Henry VIII’s many 
ladies. In Revel Grove, the recreated 
English village holding the festivities, 
it’s 1536 and there’s a struggle for the 
crown of royal proportions. 

Each year, the festival tells a new 
story. This year. Revel Grove prepares 
for a visit from Henry VIII and his 
court.

About 20,000 cases of the new 
aluminum-bottled beer should be 
on shelves this week. 

The bottles have three times 
the aluminum of a typical beer 
can, which gives them superior 
insulation. “We think it’s much 
better than a can 


and as good or better than glass,” 
said Joe Piccirilli, vice chairman 
for Pittsburgh Brewing. 

Pittsburgh Brewing said alumi- 
num bottles cost more than double 
glass — about a nickel more per beer 
— but Alcoa and the brewery said 
the cost will come down if other 
beer companies follow suit. 

Pittsburgh Brewing, which sells 
about 6 million cases of beer annu- 
ally, has opened a six-figure market- 
ing campaign to try to make the idea 
stick.

Admit it — you want 
to be a princess. So 
does everyone else 

Where once they stood alone, now 
they are united, their faces smil- 
ing up from T-shirts and back- 
packs in small groups like partic- 
ularly well- coifed members of the 
Justice League. They host teas and 
birthday parties, hold classes in ani- 
mal husbandry and geography, have 
their own color scheme including a 
signature paint available at Home 
Depot. Their influence over fash- 
ion is incalculable. They are about 
to launch their own line of personal 
care products. 

They are the Disney Princesses 
and their goal is world domina- 
tion. 

In 2004, 23 years since the 
publication of “The Cinderella 
Complex: Women’s Hidden Fear 
of Independence,” princess cul- 
ture is entering what can only be 
considered its Golden Age. In the 


three years since Disney executives 
decided to consolidate Cinderella, 
Snow White, Sleeping Beauty, 
Ariel (“The Little Mermaid”), 
Belle (“Beauty and the Beast”) 
and Jasmine (“Aladdin”) into 
one brand, princess merchan- 
dise sales have skyrocketed 
from $200 million in 2000 
to $2 billion last year. 

And princesses don’t just 
rule the Disney kingdom. 
Females of every age now 
sport crowns and tiaras and 
T-shirts proclaiming their 
temperamental if not ^ 
dynastic claim to the nfg 
word. Princess costumes 
and accessories remain 
top sellers at toy stores. 

Movies such as “Ella Enchanted,” 
“The Prince & Me,” “A Cinderella 
Story” and now “Princess Diaries 
2” have hauled out all the time-hon- 
ored symbols of the mythology — 
the jewels, the dresses, the hand- 
some boyfriend and, of course, all 
that dancing. 

The films, like the books many 
are based on, all have slight post- 
feminist twists, but they still adhere 
to the basic princess ethos: You may

think for the moment

“Whether femi- 
nists like it or not,” 
said Gary Foster, 
spokesman for 
Disney consumer 
products, “at some 
point in their lives, 
most girls want to be 
a princess.” 

Foster may have a 
bit of a bias, but he is 
merely echoing the sen- 
^ timents of psycholo- 
gist Bruno Bettelheim 
in the 1985 book “The 
Uses of Enchantment.” “Every 
child at some time wishes that 


he were a prince or a princess,” he 
wrote, “and at times, in his uncon- 
scious, the child believes he is one, 
only temporarily degraded by cir- 
cumstances.” 

Wish-fulfillment storylines fuel 
many of the books and films aimed 
at tween and teen girls, which gives 
princess culture the staying power 
it needs to transcend the fairy tale 
reading years. 

The “rags-to-riches story is 
everywhere these days,” said Rachel 
Simmons, author of “Odd Girl Out: 
The Hidden Culture of Aggression 
in Girls.” “All the teen and tween 
movies are about girls who go from 
being unloved and uncool to being 
incredibly popular. Which is what 
happens to princesses.” 

Simmons applauds any arena 
that allows girls to access playful-

ness and protects them from sexu- 
alizing themselves before they are 
ready. ‘’It points to how crazy our 
times have become that I, as a fem- 
inist, am promoting princess cul- 
ture because, hey, at least you don’t 
have a 12-year-old wearing a thong.”

Are you using the documentary as a 
forum for your own political beliefs, 
like Michael Moore is doing? 

I am not in the film “Uncovered.” 
I have brought to the film 23 patri- 
otic Americans with over 400 years 
of service to our government.
